Proteſtation, in denying to pay the pretended demands of Tonage 
and Poundage to the late King, as due in Arno, 1628. without the 
' Authority of Parliament, and for his zeal therein to Juſtice, and 
the Liberty and Right of the Subje&, hath ventured his lite, loſt 
his eſtate and trade, by a ſevere Sentence in the Star-chamber, in _ 
Amo,1629. contrary to Law, 23 years paſt; and 6 years Impri- 
ſonment by that Sentence, and 70601. eftate taken by Extents 
for the ſaid King. Beſides all theſe lofles, &c. your Petitioner hath in the late Wars" 
poured out the remainder of his eſtate for the Parliamentand City in ſeverall ſervices 
and places of charge,and ever been moſt faithfull to the Intereſt of this Common-wealth 
( without exception ) to his preſent ruine. 

For which it pleaſed the Parliament long fince to chooſe ( a ſpeciall Committee of 
the Houſe to examine his ſufferings, which upon oath and plain direCt proots they found 
ſufficient cauſe,and voted your Petitioner 1 3680 /. in part of his damages and faſkrings, 
as may appear by Record : For which the Parliament hath long ſince received of the 
old Farmers of the Cuſtomes for damages 50000 /. for your Petitioner, and other ſuffe- 
ring Merchants, in the third year ofthe late King, which as yet your Petitioner hath 
received no part thereof. 

That your Petitioner hath waited long with many humble Petitions on this ſucceſſe- 
full and proſperous Parliament,for his damages, but as yet hath received no fatisfaftion, 

Gn Your Petitioner therefore now conſidering the great and weighty occaſions 
\.,,q-/ and charge ofthe Common-wealth, with your Petitioners great wants to pay 
Pp . * his debts and fupport his credit, and great family to preſerve,doth moft inal 
; «rave of this Honorable Parliament, his damages voted him, to be ſupplyed out 
of theſe four ways; a fourth part out of each way as followeth, or out of any 

one of theſe ways, as in your wiſdomes ſhall ſeem fitteſt.
